means for perfomnng contextual text search analysis on a first portion of content 
associated with the first identified valid element, wherein the contextual text search analysis 
includes analyzing the first portion of content for selected keyword information, the selected 
keyword information bdng provided by an entity other than an end user of the cUent system; 

means for selecting, using the selected keyword information, specific text in the source 
data file to be marked up, wherein the first portion of specific text is contextually associated with 
a first portion of the selected keyword information; 

means for generating a first association of additional information for the fir^ portion of 
specific text based upon the first portion of the selected keyword information; and 

means for augmenting the source data file by performing at least one markup operation 
on the first portion of specific text 
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
